Students  Beware 
Of  Closeout  Sales 

DENVER,  — (INS) — The  Den- 
ver Better  Business  Bureau 
warns  a few  unscrupulous  retail- 
ers make  a practice  of  conduct- 
ing fake  so-called  closing  out 
sales,  giving  legitimate  business- 
men a black  eye. 

These  retailers,  the  Bureau 
said,  resort  to  deceptive  and  fake 
distress  sales  as  a means  of  foist- 
ing on  to  the  public  merchandise 
of  questionable  quality  at  highly 
inflated  prices. 

The  Bureau  listed  some  prac- 
tices used  by  fake  goirig-out-of- 
business  sale  operators  as: 

— Loading  up  with  merchan- 
dise to  be  sold  at  fake  “bargain” 
prices. 

— Ordering  new  stocks  of  mer- 
chandise while  the  so-called  go- 
ing-out-of-business  sale  is  in  pro- 
gress. 

— Prolonging  the  sale  indef- 
initely. 

— Running  periodic  going-out- 
of-business  advertising  while  re- 
maining in  the  same  location 
and  continuing  business  or  mov- 
ing to  another  location. 

— Using  this  type  of  sale  to  get 
rid  of  inferior  merchandise. 

— Using  fictitious  price  com- 
parisons. The  advertiser  tries  to 
create  the  impression  he  is  los- 
ing money  when,  in  fact,  he  is ; 
making  money. 

— Preparing  fake  labels  and  ! 
price  tickets  for  the  sale. 

— Calling  their  phony  opera- 
tion by  another  name  such  as 
“bankruptcy  sale,”  “creditors 
sale,”  or  “administrator’s  sale.” 

The  Denver  Better  Business 
Bureau  suggests  local  communi- 
ties pass  effective  ordinances  de- 
fining and  regulating  going-out- 
of-business  sales. 

The  Bureau  pointed  out  clos- 
ing out  sales,  when  the  intent 
and  practice  is  to  dispose  of  the 
inventory  on  hand  without  re- 
plenishment, for  the  purpose  of 
actually  discontinuing  opera- 
tions, is  a legitimate  procedure.

Companies  Desire 
Efficient  Stenos 

NEW  YORK,  (INS)— An  esti* 
mated  two  million  women  are 
working  as  secretaries,  steno- 
graphers and  typists,  which 
makes  these  jobs  the  top  female 
fields  in  the  nation. 

Despite  all  the  women  already 
employed,  there  is  a secretarial 
and  office  worker  shortage  in 
most  parts  of  the  country. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  a secretary  work- 
ing in  a metropolitan  area  earns 
from  $65.50  to  $84  per  week, 
with  stenos  getting  about  $12 
less  and  junior  typists  about  $24 
less. 

You  can  expect  to  get  a job 
as  a beginning  stenographer  if 
you  can  take  dictation  at  80  to 
100  words  a minute,  transcribe 
at  25  to  35  words  a minute  and 
type  at  from  40  to  50  words  a 
minute. 

Senior  stenos  and  secretaries 
must  be  able  to  take  from  100  to 
140  words  a minute  dictation, 
transcribe  at  from  35  to  40 
words  a minute  and  type  at  from 
50  to  60  words  a minute. 

The  minimum  words  per  min- 
ute for  typists  is  -40,  and  some 
jobs  require  up  to  65  words  per 
minute.  Accuracy  is  as  impor- 
tant -as  speed. 

In  addition  to  these  skills,  a 
girl  who  wants  to  make  the 
grade  should  know  spelling, 
punctuation,  grammar.  She  must 
be  able  to  read  quickly  and  re- 
member what  she  has  read.  A 
high  school  diploma  is  usually 
required,  but  the  shortage  has 
made  some  firms  lower  their 
standards.
